Holding 
to that line, the totnl highway dis-

Exclusive of the channel swimmers— 


English and Catalina and the Torronlo 
swim, there have been many unusual 
aquatic feats. 


One of the more unusual was the 


"paced" record established b.v Otto 
Kemmcrich in Berlin on a bot in 
1928. Kemmcrich wagered he could 
outlast a sea lion at continuous swim- 
ming in a pool. 


The sea lion, forced to keep on 


swimming as long as he was able, 
collapsed after 42 hours. Kemmcrich 
stayed in the pool for 46. 


Charles Kimmy, a legless swimmer, 


set the world endurance record in 
1931, 
when he swam for 100 hours 


in a Honolulu pool. 


Zimmy more recently was credilcd 


with swimming clown the Hudson from 
Albany to New York, a distance of 
140 miles. 


Longest swim on record was a 2300- 


mile navigation down the Mississippi 
from Minneapolis to New Orleans by 
Fred Newton of Clinton, Okla., in 
1931. 
He was in the water 742 swim- 


ming hours.

The British naval base of Singa- 


pore has been called the Gibraltar 
of the Far East. But except for sixe 
and strategic importance, it is literal- 
ly half a world apart from the Medi- 
terranean stronghold. 


Only 27 miles long and 14 miles wide, 


the island at the southern tip of the 
Malay penninsula controls navigation 
in the Malaccsa straits between the In- 
dian and Pacific oceans. It is hot, 
humid, swampy—everything that Gib- 
raltar is not. 


With Singapore, the British are able 


to service a full float of warships, 
defend India, Burma and the Straits 
Settlements, and maintain a Royal Air 
Force squadron of growing dimens- 
ions. Without it, they would bo both 
literally and figuratively at sea. 


Acquired by Purchase 
British control of Singapore dates 


from Feb. 6, 1819, when the island 
was purchased from the rulern of 
Johorc. The capital of Singapore was 
founded the same year. 


Trade rivalry with the Dutch hing- 


cd on control of the Malacca straits 
and the narro wpassagc between the 
large island of Sumatra, west of Sing- 
apore, and the island of Java. After 
long diplomatic sparring, the English 
left Sumatra to the Dutch and the 
Dutch relinquished Malacca on the 
Malay peninsula. Thus neither nation 
could exclude the other from passage 
between the India and China seas. 


Singapore's first great importance 


was as a huh for trade. A free port 
from 
the start, it drew commerce 


from Borneo, the Moluccas, the Philip- 
pines and Siam 
(now Thailand). 


Eventually it became the most im- 
portant port of call on the Far East 
trade route, with 
a good harbor, 


docks and coaling wharves. 


Has Huge Tin Smelter 
Natural advantages further helped 


the island to prosperity. The soil i 
poor, but the climate is hot and humi 
with little seasonal change, and th 
land is diversified by low hills. Th 
British cleared the jungle and plain 
eel rubber. On the adjacent smal 
smelter which for many years pro 
vicled more than half the world's oul 
put. Singapore also has a pineappl 
cannery, rubber factory, biscuit fac 
tory, shoo factory and cannery. 


Although it presumably was a trade 


center as far back as the 12th cen- 
tury, only 'fisherfolk inhabited Sing- 
apore when the British took over. A 
great influx of Chinese, Malays and 
Asiatics followed, and the city is one 
of the world's most cosmopolitan. Its 
population in 1931 was 445,719, more 
than double the 1921 figure. 


A causeway links the island diroct- 


t to Johoro, and geologists believe 
tiat it once was joined to the Malay 
peninsula. 


The Gorman commerce raider Eni- 


den attacked Pcnang during Woild 
War T, and in 1921 the British Im- 
perial conference, in the face of op- 
position from disarmament advocates, 
jroposcd to spend about $50,000,000 to 
mprovc the naval base at Singapore 
'.I meant the start of present for- 
Jfications and improvements. 


Naval Base Enlarged 
Singapore's facilities include a dry 


dock and a large'floating dock which 
was lowed from England. Both ac- 
commodate the largest warships. Ex- 
pansion to moot any needs was an- 
nounced this July. Tlie British Navy's, 
China station recently was moved to 
Singapore from Hong Kong, to be ad 
fled to the East Indies station. 


Land defenses were reinforced las 


December. Troops now include Sea 
forth Highlanders, Indian troops, Ma 
layan forces, and Australians—as manj 
as 90,000 five months ago. 


The British Press Service reported 


recently that "formidable fixed de- 
fenses arc being or have been built, 
including heavy concentrations of an- 
ti-aircraft." 


In recent months the Far Eastern 


Command of the R. A. F. has been 
heavily strengthened. The British Press 
Service said also that "large num- 
bers of Lockheed-Hudson 
bombers 


have been delivered from the Unit- 
ed States," and Washington revealed 
that 200 late model Brcwstcr fighter 
plans had been shipped. 


An Air-Man in Command 
Commandcr-in-Chief for the British 


in the Far East is Air Chief Marsral 
Sir Robert Brookc-Popham, whose ap- 
pointment last fall was evidence of 
of the air arm's importance. Com- 
mosling on Japanese expansion, July 
16, he said that "we arc fully pro- 
pared . . . confident that whatever 
the British forces in the Far East may 
be called upon to perform wo will 
not be found wanting." 


The Singapore base, the British Press 


Service has said frankly, "was de- 
signed to guard against a war in 
which Japan would be hostile." Early 
this year the British announced that 
waters off Singapore had boon min- 
ed.

ferent companies as possible. This is 
now being done to a certain extent, 
nut the temptation is to place orders 
with one reliable, prime contractor, 
and then let him farm out the work. 


Second, when a big company car 


make a variey of items—pots, pans 
and airplane parts—while smaller com- 
panies can make only a few items- 
just the pots and pans—then all the 
orders for pots and pans should be 
given to the smaller companies, leav- 
ing orders for the more varied items 
—the airplane 
parts—to the bigger 


company, which can be kept busy any 
way. 


Third, if thc capacity of an in- 


dustry is less than the needs—as for 
aluminum airplane 
parts — efforts 


should be made to place educational 
orders with companies not now cqupi- 
ped, even if that means installing ad- 
ditional machinery with the uneq- 
ruipped, even if that means instal- 
ling additional machinery with the 
unequipped companies, in preference 
to putting the hew equipment with 
present suppliers.
